Dr. McDavis 
earned his doctoral degree 
in counselor education and 
higher education adminis¬ 
tration from University of 
Toledo in 1974 and began 
his career as the president 
of Ohio University on July 1, 
2004. Under his leadership, 


Ohio University reached 
many notable milestones: 

The OHIO Guarantee, The 
Promise Lives Campaign, five 
new residence halls, a new 
Baker Center, the addition 
of campuses in Dublin and 
Cleveland, to name a few. Dr. 
McDavis left the presiden¬ 
cy on February 17, 2017 and 
began his position with an 
executive higher education 


search firm on March 1, 2017. 
In his farewell message to 
the university community, 

Dr. McDavis said, “The one 
thing I want you all to know 
before I leave is this: I never 
tired of being your President. 
This was more than a job for 
me: this was a labor of love... 
Thank you for sharing this 
journey of a lifetime with me. 
Never stop reaching for the 
highest star!” 

On February 18, 2017, Dr. 
David Descutner became the 
interim president of Ohio Uni¬ 
versity between Dr. McDavis’s 
departure and the arrival of 
the twenty-first president, Dr. 
Duane Nellis. Dr. Descutner 
formally served as the dean 
of University College and 
executive vice provost for 
undergraduate education and 
professor of communication 



studies. Dr. Descutner began 
his career at Ohio University 
in 1979 as a faculty member. 

Dr. Duane Nellis will assume 
his duties as the twenty-first 
president of Ohio University 
on June 12, 2017. Dr. Nellis
